C h ic a g o , September 24tb.—The Execu­ 
tive Committee of the W orld’s Fair Na­ 
tional Committee adjourned this evening, 
subject to call. 
This afternoon the com­ 
mittee drove to W ashington Park, accom­ 
panied by Director-General Davis and Sec­ 
retary of Agriculture Rusk. 
After an elaborate inspection if was the 
unanim ous decision of those present that a 
better location could not have been se­ 
cured. 
Commissioner Martindale explained the 
features of the site, pointing out par­ 
ticularly the means of communication. 
There are five different railroads on the 
west, an elevated road, two cable lines and 
four horse-car lines directly west and 
north, besides boulevards and"railroad and 
like facilities on the east side. 
Before separating, the committee took 
under consideration a num ber of im portant 
suggestions made by President Palmer, 
Commissioner 
DeYoung, of California, 
Com mission er-at-Large 
McDonald 
and 
others. 
Secretary Rusk has submitted memor­ 
anda of numerous valuable suggestions for 
the conduct of the exposition, etc. The 
Secretary asks especial attention to the sug­ 
gestions relating to the food exhibit, which 
is of the utmost importance, in his judg­ 
ment. 
He spoke at some length of what 
the exhibits should include, and says they 
should be grouped by themselves in one 
great building—a food hall—and should be 
so arranged that each intelligent visitor 
may carry away a useful lesson. 
The Classification Committee met and 
organized to-day. This is one of the most 
im portant committees of the National Com­ 
mission. As nothing further can be done 
by the local Directors in the way of plan­ 
ning buildings until the scope and general 
plan of the exposition is laid out, the 
committee appointed a sub-committee con­ 
sisting of Comm ssioners Dere of Illinois, 
DeYoung of California, McClellan of Penn­ 
sylvania.

to-day issued a manifesto in which, refer­ 
ring to the statement in the report of tne 
Utah Commission that plural marriages 
have been solemnized during the past year, 
and that tbe leaders of the church have en­ 
couraged the continuance of polygamy, he 
entere a sweeping denial that such things 
have occurred. 
President Woodruff farther savs that, 
inasmuch as the law prohibiting polygamy 
was pronounced constitutional by the Court 
of last resort, he hereby declares his inten­ 
tion to subm it to those laws, and use his 
influence with the members of the church 
to have them do likewise. There is noth­ 
ing in his teaching in the church or in the 
teachings of bis associates during the time 
specified which can reasonably be con­ 
strued to encourage polygamy, and when 
any elder has used the language which ap­ 
peared to convey such teachings he has 
been promptly reproved. 
The manifesto concludes : “I now pub­ 
licly declare that my advice to the Latter 
Day Saints is to refrain from contracting 
any marriage forbidden bv the law of the 
land.”

Deasy and others, and then be­ 
trayed them to the police, using the dyna­ 
mite in their possession as proof of their 
guilt; that McDermott, by his own confes­ 
sion and over his own signature, admitted 
that he was cognizant of and a party to 
the dvnamite outrage which occurred in 
London; that the French head of the Irish 
constabulary detectives was involved with 
McDermott in the dynam ite scheme in 
Ire lan d .__________ _

An O xford D ean R eb u k es th e W ell-B orn 
Y outh of E ngland. 
There is excitement and deep indigna­ 
tion in the ranks of the British aristocracy. 
The dean of Christ Church College. Ox­ 
ford, has insinuated that it is going dowu 
to the lowest abyss of degradation, and car­ 
rying with it the honor and greatness of 
Éngíand. 
The severe disciplinarian, an­ 
noyed by the frequent cases of intoxication 
and lewdness reported to him, “called up” 
some recently arrived Eton collegians, all 
of whom are sons of lords, baronets, em­ 
bassadors and representatives of wealth 
generally. 
Said h e : 
“Students of Christ 
Church—I wish I could say young gentle­ 
men—the time lias come to call you to 
very serious account. 
It pains me to re­ 
ceive reports that you so behave your­ 
selves w ithin the precincts of this seat of 
learning—whence have arisen some of 
England's greatest and noblest men—as to 
be called a nuisance and disturbers of the 
common peace. 
Your brawls and indis­ 
cretions scandalize the residents, whose 
wives and daughters fear you as they 
would savage animals of the lower order. 
“ You consider that because you are the 
sons of nobility you are entitled to ex­ 
travagant liberty, to be distended to vul­ 
gar license. 
You are laboring under a 
delusion from which you may have a very 
rude awakening. 
This college is not in­ 
tended for well-bora dunces such as you. 
“You are not content w ith manly recrea­ 
tions such as your forefathers delighted to 
enjoy—the pleasures of the field, of the 
river, of home. 
You court fiercer and dis­ 
reputable pleasures—drinking to excess in 
public places, to show your quality, it is 
said; gambling in gilded parlors, to show 
how wealthy you are; following after 
women, whose presence by the side ot your 
mothers and sisters you would resent as 
contagious contact. 
Y et you do not hesi­ 
tate to place yourself on a level with them 
and lay a foundation for degradation which 
must follow you through life. 
“W hat husbands and fathers of the 
future! It is such as you who have de­ 
moralized tutors and guardians who have 
toadied to wealth and position for personal 
benefit. 
You should be examples to the 
poor and struggling. 
Y'ou are, I repeat, 
only a disgrace.”

G row ing Senti»a*nt T hat th e P riso n e r 
W ill N ut be Couvirtcit. 


WoorsTOCK (Ont.).September 24:h.—The 
Burcheil trial was continued this morning 
The prisoner slept well and was up in timé 
to perform his usual careful toilet before 
being called to lace the Judae aud ¡urv. 
He was ready and waiting for the Sheriff 
when the latter arrived in a hack. 
It had 
been reported that Barchell was hand­ 
cuffed on the way to aud from ihe Court­ 
room, but such is not the case. 
He is the 
quietest, 
most-easy going prisoner any 
jailer evei had to do wi’.h, aud neither 
complains nor gives trouble in any way. 
There was the usual great crowd at the 
Town H all entrance to see him pass, and 
his appearance was warmly criticised by 
many. 
Burcheil bus raised up in this 
comm unity two clearly defined parties, 
one in his favor and the other against him! 
The latter party are more numerous, and 
they are having tbeir own wav pretty well 
during the presentation of the case for the 
prosecution. But the prisoner's friends are 
stalwart, and convinced either that he is 
innocent or that it will be impossible to 
prove him gniby. 
There was a great crowd in the Court­ 
room, includiug over 100 ladies. 
Tbe 
prisoner’s wife and sister-in-law were not 
present, Mrs. Burcheil being too nervous 
and ill to stand the strain cf watching the 
proceedings. 
Dr. Taylor, the physician who called to 
see Benwell's body when found in the 
swamp, testified the clothing was frczsn to 
the ground. It had lain there four of five 
days. 
His examination showed that Ben- 
well died of wonnds in the head so located 
that it c u d not be suicide. 
On cross examinatiou, tne doctor became 
considerably “ rattled,*: as it was shown 
that his evidence before the Corouer as to 
the character 
and 
appearance of 
the 
wounds and probable time they were in­ 
flicted, did not coincide with that just 
given. 
Dr. W ilford was the next witness. 
H e 
describid the appearance of the body as it 
lay in the undertaking establishment, and 
its preparation for the post-morteiu. In 
two or three points on cross-examination 
he favored the prisoner. The shirt on the 
body was rather clean ami stiff, seeming in 
conflict with the theory that it bad been 
out in a rain-storm all night. Appear­ 
ances indicate that the body had not fallen 
in the position found, but that it had been 
placed there. 
Recess till evening. 
In tbe evening Pelley was recalled and 
recognized Burchell s several letters, which 
were put in evidence. 
Grigg. the Princeton sexton, was ques­ 
tioned as to the attempt, as he suspected, 
to open the grave and steal Benwell’s body. 
He was unable to identify the persona 
whom he frightened away. 
Frank Pierce, teller in a bank at Niagara 
Falls, related how Burcheil came into the 
hank on February 26th. and said he was an 
agent of the British Government buying 
horses in Canada, and deposited $152, in­ 
cluding eleven English sovereigns. This 
point the Crown makes, that it agrees with 
the statement of Pelley, that Benwell (the 
murdered man) had a handful of sovereigns 
with him. 
An im portant discovery was made by the 
detectives to-day. 
Burchell’s attorneys lay 
great stress on the fact that F. C. Benwell 
registered at the Commercial 
Hotel at 
Bantford on January 13th. To day two 
young men of Brantford confessed that 
they made the entry for a joke. This ia 
considered a heavy blow on Barchell. 


M exico’s Finances. 
New Orleans, September 24th.—The 
message of President Diaz on the opening 
of Congress has been received here. 
He 
said: “The financia! situation continues to 
improve. 
The receipts of the Treasury 
during the last fiscal year exceeded $56,­ 
000,000, the receipts trom the frontier and 
maritime Custom House reaching $24.000,­ 
000. 
This shows tbe magnificent impulse 
that mercantile traffic has received, since, 
without increasing the tariff, the Custom 
Houses now collect $9.000,000 more than 
four years ago. The economic sitnation of 
the country is becoming daily more solid, 
and if, as is to be expected, the Republic 
continues to develop its elements of wealth, 
the day will soon come when the require­ 
ments of the estimates will be equaled by 
the revenues.” 
F loods in F ran ce. 
P aris, September 24th.—Further reporta 
of the damage by floods are received. The 
town of Annonay and the surrounding 
country are inuudated by an overflow from 
the Canee and Deame rivers. The dam­ 
age is enormous. 
Factories are destroyed, 
bridges swept away and railways impassa­ 
ble. 
In Annonay a m anufacturer and sev­ 
eral men were drowned. 
Irish N ationalists.

September 24th.—The Labor 
CoDgress finished its work to-day, after de­ 
ciding to make a final appeal to the em­ 
ployers to hold a conference with the 
men. The Congress adhered to the de­ 
cision to call out the employes in the wool 
trade. 
It is doubtful, however, whether 
the men will respond.

An old-time Democrat of San Francisco 
pretests hotly, in a letter to a paper of 
that city, against the new method of his 
party in this State in conducting campaign 
meetings.

Vulgarity and coarseness are no more ex­ 
cusable upon the stump than in the home 
or anywhere else- The men who are in­ 
capable of addressing their fellow citizens 
in solicitation for their votes without let­ 
ting tilth drip from their lascivious lips, 
are unfit to be voted for. no matter to 
wliat political organization they belong. 
The public speaker who ceases to be a gen­

when he ascends the rostrum 
should be condemned at the ballot-box as 
too unclean for official station.

In his decision he says : 
The petition alleges that the petitioner was in 
custody upon an arrest for violation of Subdivis­ 
ion 8 of Ordinance 1589C lause l, which re­ 
quires “peddlers of meat from vehicles or bas­ 
kets ' to pay a license of 575 per quarter, and 
another provision making it a misdemeanor to 
so peddle without the payment of the license, 
and the return states the same thing. W hether 
this ordinance iu these pariieu.ars violates the 
Constitution of the United Sates was the ques­ 
tion argued and is the only qces.ion lor de­ 
cision. I am satisfied it does not. The terms 
ot the license are fixed. Tne conditions are 
prescribed and the ordinance and conditions 
atply to all aiike. There Is no disc imination 
between peddlers. 
This kind of license is 
recognized as a proper subject for municipal 
legislation and is usually regulated ia cities. 
The Court cannot say that the amoimt is so 
exorbitant as to render the ordinance void. 
Possibly this decision m ay have the n e­ 
cessary bearing on the subject, so far as this 
countv is concerned, to determ ine any 
point th at m ay have been at issue.

T here was a large and enthusiastic m eet­ 
in g of R epublicans at the Court-house last 
night. 
Joseph Steffens called the assemblage to 
order at 8 o’clock and stated the objects of 
the m eeting. 
‘‘You all rem em ber,” he 
said, "th a t at the recent Republican State 
C onvention a resolution was adopted pro­ 
viding for th e appointm ent of an Executive 
C om m ittee to act in conjunction w ith the 
S tate Central Committee, and w hich com ­ 
m ittee had special duties to perform . 
The 
appointm ents were m ade recently and I 
w as surprised to learn that I had been 
selected on that im portant com m ittee. 
I 
had no desire for favors from the party, 
and supposed th at w hen m y w ork as a del­ 
egate to the State Convention was over that 
I was through. 
I was first m oved to d e­ 
cline this new honor, but m y loyalty to the 
party forbade such action. 
I have already 
attended m eetines of the com m ittee in 
San Francisco, and I can assure you all 
th at everything is well organized for the 
com ing cam paign. 
It was intended th at 
Colonel M arkham should visit Sacram ento 
on the 13th of this m onth, bu t owing 
to 
th e 
fair 
here it 
was 
postponed 
u ntil th e 4 'h of Dext m onth. T his of course 
has delayed the openiag of the cam paign 
here, and it is necessary now for us to get 
to work w ith a will. 
T here is a great deal 
of work to be done, and it m ust be done by 
th e R epublican voters of this county. 
The 
Executive C om m ittee has been w anting to 
know w hat we have done here in the way 
of organizing, so I resolved to cull this 
m ee'ing, the purpose of w hich I assum e is 
to organize perm anently and help the E x ­ 
ecutive Com m ittee. 
W hen Colonel M ark­ 
ham arrives we want to be in condition to 
properly receive h im .” 


GETTING TO WORK. 
M r. Steffens then 
announced th at it 
w ould be in order to select a C hairm an to 
preside over th e m eeting, and a Secretary. 
It was the unanim ous desire of the m eet­ 
ing th at M r. Steffens rem ain in the chair, 
and he accepted it. 
M ajor W . A. A nder­ 
son was chosen Secretary. 
M r. Steffens said that several ideas as to 
th e m ode of organization had been sug­ 
gested to him . 
One was to organize into 
a regular 
M arkham 
Brigade, and an ­ 
o ther was to revive the old organization of 
th e last cam paign. How ever, ne considered 
th at a m atter for the m eeting to decide, and 
called for suggestions on the subject. 
Senator D ray being called upon, said he 
was one of those who alw ays stays by the 
R epublican party, and he was glad to see 
so m any others of his k in a present. 
H e 
com m ended C om m itteem an Steffens’ m ove 
in calling for a m eeting of R epublicans. 
It was the first tim e he rem em bered a 
cam paign being started in th at m anner, 
and he considered it a bright idea. 
H e re­ 
ferred to this as being an “ off” year, and 
one in w hich voters were inclined to 
neglect their duty in voting. 
T he princi­ 
pal work the R epublican party had to do 
was to get m em bers of the party to the 
polls. 
As to w hat shape in w hich to or­ 
ganize he was not prepared w ith any sug­ 
gestions. 
Elw ood B runer was called upon next. 
H e said his idea of starting in the cam ­ 
paign was to organize a central Republican 
club first in the 
county. 
T hen there 
should be other subordinate clnbs all over 
th e county, but all acting nnder the one 
head. 
NAME IT AFTER MARKHAM. 
Judge Leonard thought it would be better 
to nam e the club after the head of the 
ticket—he rvanted the club called 
the 
M arkham Central R epublican Club. 
M r. B runer explained th at he did not 
m ean to give the oganization any particu­ 
lar nam e. H e only wanted to get the sense 
of the m eeting ss to the advisability of 
organizing in the m anner he suggested. 
H ow ever he said he would take great pleas­ 
u re in em bodying in his m otion Mr. Leon­ 
ard’s suggestion. 
Before p atting the m olion 
C hairm an 
Steffens suggested that a few rem arks from 
M r. Leonard on the situation of the party 
generally wonld be acceptable. 
M r. Leonard responded in a patriotic 
vein. 
H e referred to his long experience 
in politics in Nevada, and said he had been 
loyal to his party all tbroogh its ups and 
dow ns in that State, and now th at he was a 
resident ot Sacram ento, he intended to 
enter the lists here. 
H e referred at length 
to the principles of the party, and said they 
were the sam e to-day—stood on the sam e 
bedrock—that they did w hen the party be­ 
cam e a party. Tb% speaker's rem arks were 
applauded and served to inspire the audi­ 
ence w ith enthusiasm . 
Mr. B runer took the floor again to am end 
h is m otion to .the effect that the new or- 
Í;anization be called the M arkham Repub- 
ican Brigade. 
U ndei this, he said, all the 
clubs in the county could operate. 
The m otion was then carried u n an i­ 
m ously. 
It was suggested th at the next order of 
business should be to perm anently organ­ 
ize the brigade. 
E. I. R obinson nom inated M r. Steffens 
for President of the brigade. 
Mr. Steffens did not w ant to accept. 
H e 
said he would have all he could attend to 
w ith the 8tate C entral Com m ittee. 
Senator D ray insisted th at Mr. Steffens 
should 
accept’. 
H e com plim ented 
the 
C hairm an highly on his ability to fill the 
position, and begged of him not to decline. 
Mr. Steffens, however, was determ ined 
not to accept. 
H e said he coula not do it. 
H is tim e could not be devotea to the 
county, as he had already given his services 
to the S ta te - on the State Central C om m it­ 
tee—for th e cam paign. 
H e had to be in 
San Francisco hail ot his tim e, and could 
not do his d uty b y the county organization. 
Som e of the interior m em bers of the State 
Central Com m ittee, h e uaid, rem ain in San 
Francisco constantly in order to attend to 
their duties p r o p e r ly , and he was sure h e 
could not give satisfaction on th at com ­ 
m ittee and a tte n d to th e county politics at 
the sam e tim e. 
H e suggested th at a com ­ 
m ittee be appointed to report to the brigade 
a program m e for p erm an tn t organization. 


ANOTHER METHOD. 
Judge w. C. Van Fleet sard th at Mr. 
Steffens’ declination was 
positive; 
tbe 
m eeting should select som eone else. 
H e 
heartily agreed, however, w ith the C hair­ 
m an's suggestion that a com m ittee should 
be appointed whose duty it should be to 
consult and at an adjourned m eeting re 
port a plan of perm anent organization. 
H e thought this would be a proper m anner 
of procedure, and would insure an intelli­ 
gent course to pursue. 
T here were offices 
to be designated. 
The word brigade had a 
m ilitary ring, and the offices should be in 
keeping w ith its m eaning. 
A com m ittee 
could consider all this, and be able to m ake 
recom m endations to the m eeting. 
Senator Dray did not see the necessity of 
delay. 
It w as'know n that a C om m ander 
of the Brigade would be needed, and why 
not proceed to elect one now ? 
Judge V an Fleet argued, however, that 
this coarse wonld not prove satisfactory. 
Iu conclusion, he m oved that a com m ittee 
of five be appointed by the Chair. 
H e de­ 
clined, however, to be one of the com ­ 
m ittee. 
Postm aster Coleman called attention to 
th e fact th at tim e was precious, and he 
suggested th at th e com m ittee be increased 
to ten or fifteen, so 'b a t it could attend to 
th e organization of clubs, and report 
compílete and perfect organization of the 
briged i to tl • next m eeting. H is idea was 
to let the com m ittee nave fall charge. 
- Senator Dray adm itted that tim e was 
precious and delavs dangerous, and for 
that reason, be w anted th e organization to 
proceed as fur as it could at once. 
H e then 
renew ed his entreaties to Mr Steffens to 
accept tb e position of C om m ander or per­ 
m anent President of the Brigade, 
fc Judge Leonard joined with Mr. Dray in 
the endeavor to sw erve Mr. Steffens. 
Charles T. Jones then took tbe floor and 
upheld the stand Mr. S.iffens had taken. 
H e said th at if any of the gentlem en who 
were trying to persuade him to head this 
organization had ever served on a State 
Central Com mittee they would not be so 
persistent. T he duties of such a position 
were arduous in the extrem e, and required 
a m an's entire attention. 
No one m an 
could successfully act as a m em ber of th at 
body and at the sam e tim e devote his a t­ 
tention to a county organization. 
Mr. Steffens said he did not w ant the 
m eeting to th in k that he did not appreciate 
th e honor proffered, but he was placed in 
such a position th at he could not possibly 
accept the C hairm anship. 
M r. Coleman suggested that it be em 
bodied in Judge Van Fleet's motion that 


F riday night, to w hich tim e he suggested 
th at the m eeting adjourn. 
Judge V an Fleet accepted th e am end­ 
m ent, and also another from Ed. F. Taylor, 
to the effect th at the com m ittee consist of 
seven instead of five m em bers. 
T he m otion wa9 then put, ana was car­ 
ried unanim ously. 
ENROLLING MEMBERS. 
■While the C hairm an was sele:ting the 
nam es for the com m ittees a recess of five 
m inutes was declared, in order th at as 
m any of those present who chose m ight 
sign the roll of the M arkham Republican 
Brigade. T he roll was not com pleted, how ­ 
ever, w hen the m eeting was called to order 
again.

C. A. Jenkins, throngh his attorneys, S. 
S. H oll and Johnson, Johnson A Johnson- 
yesterday filed in the Superior Court a long 
petition, asking th at trib u n al to order cer­ 
tain w ords inserted in n note and chattel 
m ortgage executed by W ilson & K inney in 
favor of plaintiff on the first day of A pril, 
o f this year. 
T he facts appear to be th at W ilson & 
K inney paid Jen k in s $2,000 on the p u r­ 
chase price of the furniture in the hotel, 
horses, om nibus, etc., and gave a chattel- 
m ortgage on the whole, to secure the pay­ 
m ent of a balance of $10,000, for which a 
note was given, in the follow ing term s: 
Sacramento, April 1,1830. 
On or before five (5) years alter date (without 
grace) we promise to pay to the oroer of C. A 
Jenkins teu thousaud dollars (ilO.OOO), for value 
received, with interest at six aud one halt per 
cent, per annum, uutil paid, both priucipal and 
interest payable ouly iu the UDitcd States gold 
co in . 
S. E K in n e y , 
R. I- Wilson. 
U nder the term s of this note, it is held 
by W ilson A K inney, tbeir right to the use 
of the furniture (in the hotel) cannot be 
disturbed by Jen k iu s until the expiration 
of the term m entioned in the note—five 
years. 
W hoever should use the furniture, 
they say, m ust pay a reasonable rental 
therefore—say $100 per m onth. 
Jen k in s 
now appeals to the Court to rectify w hat 
he alleges to have been on oversight in tbe 
draw ing of the note. 
In his petition he 
says: 
That it was agreed and understood, as a part 
of said coutraet, that the interest expressed iu 
said promissory note should be paid monthly in 
advance: that by mistake and inadvertence of 
the scrivener who drafted said promissory note 
the words "monthly in advance ' were omitted. 
Jen k in s, in his petition, also alleges that 
the chattel m ortgage executed by W ilson

T oo M uch T in k e rin g W ith th e G am e 
Law s. 
There is a section of tbe Code which 
presum es to give Boards of Supervisors in 
the various counties power to alter or sus­ 
pend thegam e laws of the State w ithin their 
respective jurisdictions, and it has been 
done to such an extent that now no m an 
can tell w hat the gam e law is outside of his 
own county ; and he m ust be a pretty w ide­ 
aw ake fellow w in can keep ru n ot tbe 
local changes. 
For instance, the Supervisors of Ibis 
county placed restrictions on duck-shooting 
and fixed the opening of the shooting 
season at October 1st. 
Now it appears that 
one of the Supervisors has inform ed a 
m arket hu n ter that tbe Board had changed 
the date to the 15th of Septem ber. 
If it 
has done so, it m ast have been in a very 
qniet and m ysterious m anner, for no such 
action has been taken in open session when 
the new spaper reporters were present, and 
certainly no snch ordinance has been pub­ 
lished as tbe law requires. 
T he m arkets 
here have refrained from receiving wild 
ducks for sale, because no such change in 
the law has been announced. 
The intent of th e Legislature in d ele­ 
gating—or trying to delegate—to Supervis­ 
ors tbe rig h t’to alter the gam e laws of the 
State, was good enough, hut its effect has 
been bad. 
Boards of Supervisors are ju st 
as ant to m ake bad gam e laws as good ones 
—indeed, a little m ore so—for the average 
person has ii:tie or no know ledge ol w hat 
game laws should be, and Supervisors are 
not alw ays properly advised by outsiders 
in such m atters. 
On the whole, it m ight be better to leave 
the whole m atter of the arrangem ent of 
the game laws with the Legislature. 
In 
fact, it is quite douhtlul if the Courts wou¡d 
sustain tLe provision in tbe Code author- 
zing Supervisors to alter or suspend the 
general State game laws. 
T he present Con­ 
stitution specifically forbids the L-nrislature 
to indulge in special legislation. 
It cannot 
m >ke one «ame law for one county aud an­ 
other fur some other count*.: and, if it can­ 
not do this itself, how can it delegate that 
power to a subordinate body ? 
Iu short, 
how can it give what it does not itself pos­ 
sess ? 
. 
If a Sacram entan lakes a sudden notion 
to go quail-shooting across the line into 
Placer county, he is confronted w ith the 
possibility that quail-shooting m ay be pro­ 
hibited there, aud be dare not start on his 
trip until he receives from som e Placer 
county official inform ation on th e subject. 
He may not have another opportunity to 
go during the season. 
_ 
Duck shooting is not prohibited in Yolo 
county at all. but if w hile the law is on in 
this cuunty, a Sacram entan shoots a duck 
over there and takes it hom e w ith him he 
is liable to arrest and p unishm ent—pro­ 
vided he does m t care to go to the expense 
of contesticg the present law authorizing 
special legislation. 
In short, the sportsm an takes the chances 
of getting into trouble every tim e he goes 
out shooting unless he first takes the pre­ 
caution to post him self on tbe action ol the 
Boards of Supervisors of all neighboring 
counties. T here is altogether too m uch con­ 
fusion and uncertainty about the whole m at­ 
ter, and the sooner the Legislature straight­ 
ens it out the better. T here should be a 
general law to protect wild ducks, as well 
as other bird-; for those th at breed here 
and furnish fall shooting cannot possibly 
do any harm , as there are uo grainfielda to 
be invaded until late in the w inter, when 
tbe im m igrant birds are here in full force, 
and th at is alw ays the open shooting sea 
son.

ELECTION OFFICERS. 


T h ey M ust S erve, o r h e L ia b le to a F in e 
of F ive H u n d re d D o llars. 
T he Board of Supervisors will m eet to­ 
day to appoint officers to conduct the com­ 
ing State and county election in the sev­ 
eral precincts of this county.

appear to be generally understood that the 
perions so appointed are required by law, 
under the penalty of severe punishm ent, 
to fulfill th e duties im posed upon them .

MRS. FREM O NT. 


A nnual R ep o rt ot th e G overnm ent D i­ 
re cto rs of th e R oatl. 
W ashington, Septem ber 24th.—T he an ­ 
nual report of the G overnm ent Directors of 
the U nion Pacific R ailw ay was subm itted 
to the Secretary of the Interior to-day. 
It 
show s th at since the last report the con­ 
dition of business throughout the entire 
U nion Pacific system has increased. W hile 
th e increase of gross earnings during the 
year 18S9 over 188S was only $874,659, the 
increase daring the sam e m onths ending in 
Ju n e of th e present year over the sam e 
period o( 1889 was $3,295,027. 
_ 
T he Oregon Railway 
and N avigation 
Com pany and the roads form erly in the 
D enver and Texas and the F o rt W orth sys­ 
tem , included in .th e 9ystem of 1890, were 
not. how ever, included in 1889. 
_ 
The surplus earnings of all the lines 
operated and leased during the first six 
m onths of this year were $7,051,434, an in ­ 
crease of $222.046 over the sam e tim e last 
year. 
T he num ber of m iles operated was 8,034, 
against 7 849 for the sam e tim e last year, 
and the expenses of operation were $14,­ 
664,500, against $11,591,521 in 1S89, an in ­ 
crease ol $3,072,978. Taxes are not in ­ 
cluded. 
T he Oregon Short Line and U tah N orth­ 
ern R ailri a ’s show an increase in earnings, 
b u t its surplus earnings are reduced from 
$1,204.550 for six m onths ended Ju n e 30, 
1S89, to $1,129 982 for the sam e period this 
year. The Oregon Railroad and N avigation 
Com pany shows a falling ofl in gross e arn ­ 
ings. they being reduced from $1 907.198 to 
$1,866 364 tor the sam e period this year, 
w hile the expense of operating was in ­ 
creased to the am ount of $27,534 
T he 
D enver and Boulder V alley road 
also 
show s a decrease. 
T he falling oil in the 
gross earnings of the Oregon Navigation 
Com pany is in part attributed by the D i­ 
rectors to partial failure of the crops of 
W ashington aud Oregon last year. 
Infor­ 
m ation is received that crops this year are 
gocd. 
The report says th at 
the continued 
grow th of population and advancem ent in 
the business of the country tributary to the 
U nion Pacific from N ebraskr to W ashing­ 
ton, m akes the expenditure of a very large 
portion of the earnings im peratively neces­ 
sary for the increase and im provem ent of 
facilities. 
As far as the Directors have been able to 
see, the com pany is m eeting the reasonable 
dem ands of its patrons as rapidly as the 
m eans and 
circum stances 
will 
perm it. 
These im provem ents every year require 
the expenditure of a larger proportion of 
the surplus earnings. In the opinion of the 
Directors the m anagem ent is pursuing a 
wise course >n its endeavor to m eet all 
reasonable dem ands of its patrons. 
The 
m oney being expended in the extension 
and betterm ent of the system is safely in ­ 
vested, aud the returns of the future will, 
they think, prove the wisdom of this 
course. 
The report speaks at som e length of the 
im provem ents being m ade in the way of 
extensions, steel rails, iron bridges, new 
general shops at Cheyenne, the develop­ 
m ent of coal m ines, etc. 
These m ines, the 
report ssys, have not only solved a great 
problem in affording fuel for the system , 
b u t prom ise a surplus yield, w hich will be 
a source of income. 
T he traffic arrangem ent w ith the Chicago 
an d N orthw estern is approved. 
It is ex­ 
pected that a consolidation of several lines 
in Colorado during 1889 will give the U nion 
Pacific access to and control of a large 
.im ount of traffic from it w hich have here­ 
tofore been excluded. 
In view of the necessary im provem ents 
already in hand, and the urgent calls upon 
the com pany on the part of its patrons for 
extensions, it has been deem ed best .by the 
Directors to postpone for the present the 
establishm ent ot the second sinking fund, 
proposed a year ago. 
T he Directors be­ 
lieve the cost of im provem ent m ade in the 
m eantim e greatly enhances the value of 
th e property, subject to liens of the G ov­ 
ernm ent. 
while they exceed in m oney 
value the full am ount w hich would have 
been pai.! into the proposed sinking fund. 
T he to.al debt of the U nited States on 
January 1. 1890, principal and interest, wa9 
$50,962,765. T his, w ith the accruing in ­ 
terest, laws due in the years 1895-99. 
The 
Director-- say the debt cannot be m et at the 
tim e specified w ithout doing injustice to 
hundreds of thousands of people directly 
a n d indirectly concerned in th e welfare of 
th e system. 
In order to m eet it, the irn- 
Í 
movement and extension of the com panv’s 
ines would have to be brought to a stand­ 
still, subjecting the people who have set­ 
tled along the system to serious and p-r- 
haps irreparable loss, w hile the territory 
w hich naturally belonged to it would in- 
evitaoiy nave to be surrendered to its more 
enterprising com petitor. 
To a large extent, the welfare of the peo­ 
ple of the West who depend upon the sys­ 
tem as the m ain channel of intercourse 
w ith the m arkets of the world is liable to 
be affected favorably or unfavorably by the 
attitu d e of the G overnm ent in connection 
w ith th 
readjustm ent of the 
indebted­ 
ness. 
T he lighter the burden the Union 
Pacific m anagem ent is com pelled to carry, 
th e easier will it be for the m anagem ent to 
m eet the constant dem ands of the people 
for greater and better accom m odation. 
T he report gives figures regarding the 
m inera! output of the States and T erri­ 
tories tributary ¡to the system , in order to 
illustrate the m agnitude of that industry 
as a single item , and says it is but a fore­ 
taste ot w hat the future is certain to bring 
forth. 
T he best interests of the people of the 
great West should be considered param ount 
to ail others in the settlem ent of the ques­ 
tion. 
W hat is best for them m ust, in the 
long run, be best for the G overnm ent and 
best for the U nion Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany. 
These people are dem anding not 
only th a t tbe present first-class character 
o f the Union Pacific shall be m aintained, 
b u t that every dollar th at possibly can be 
spared from its earnings shall be used in 
th e settlem ent and extension of the road, 
and they are acting w ithin reason for a 
yearly increase in population. 
T he busi­ 
ness c.t their section requires extraordinary 
facilities, consequently there is no such 
thing as resting upon ita oars possible for 
th e Union Pacific until it shall have given 
th e m inions destined to spread over the 
plains and m ountains of the W est and 
N orthw est, all accom m odations for freight 
aud passenger traffic to w hich they will be 
entitled. 
W e are convinced, say the Directors, that 
the preseut m anagem ent of the com pany is 
an honest and wise one. 
It offers in re­ 
tu rn for an extension of tim e for the pay­ 
m ent of its debt and a lower rate of in ter­ 
est, a mortgage on its entire property, 
w hich would increase its security to the 
G overnm ent to an am ount above that held 
at present of $34,560.000, as show n in Sena­ 
to r Frye » report. T his proposal from the 
com pany is incorporated in tbe Frye bill 
now bt fore the Senate, a m easure which 
th e Directors believe, if passed, would re­ 
m ove c< m oletely tbe em barrasm ent under 
w hich tb e U nion Pacific antier» at present. 
F u rth er, it will insure to the G overnm ent 
th e ultim ate repaym ent of every dollar 
w hich it has advanced to tbe com pany, and 
relieve the people w ho rely upon tbe 
U nion Pacific for accom m odation from all 
anxiety as to tbe future of the road. 
The 
provision in th e bill w hich m akes the 
G overnm ent 
an 
ordinary creditor and 
leaves tl:e debtor com pany free-handed to 
conduc os business w ithout interference 
is, the D .rectors believe, a wise one. 


T lie B ill G ran tin g H e r a P en sio n F in ally 
P assed. 
W ashington, Septem ber 24th.—T he Sen­ 
ate bill granting a pension of $2,000 per 
year to Mrs. Jo h n C. F rem ont, and w hich 
passed the H ouse this afternoon, now goes 
to the President for his signature, and it is 
though he will sign it im m ediately. 
Rodney M. Price was a m em ber of Con­ 
gress nearly forty years ago, bu t before th at 
bad gone through the stirring experiences 
of early settlers in California. 
H e was 
there during its m ilitary occupation, as­ 
sisted in the fram ing of its C onstitution, 
and was a m em ber of the first City Council 
of San Francisco, w here be had acquired 
large property. 
R eturning E ast, he served 
a term in Congress, and was then elected 
Governor of New Jersey on th e D em ocratic 
ticket, going out of office in 1858. 
Since 
then he has lived the quiet life of a farm er 
on his estate in Bergen county. 
“ I was greatly interested,” said the ven­ 
erable ex-Governor, w ith anim ation, “in 
the passage of the bill to grant Mrs. F re­ 
m ont a pension. 
I was in tim ately associ­ 
ated w ith G eneral Frem ont in early days 
on the Pacific slope, and know iar better 
th an th e generation th at has siDce come 
into existence w hat an im m ense debt of 
gratitude the country owes th at m an. 
It 
distresses m e beyond expression to hear 
th at his widow is in need. 
M rs. F rem ont 
is one of the noblest wom en I ever knew . 
Com bined w ith the intellectual force and 
acum en of h er illustrious father, Senator 
Benton of M issouri, she has all the refined 
fem inine graces, and her character is truly 
lovable. H er life, and th at ot h e r husband, 
are part of our national history.”

B ill to P ro m o te R iui for Services in tlie 
A rctic R egions. 
W ashington. Septem ber 24th.—Follow ­ 
ing is the text of the bill passed by the Sen­ 
ate to-day, and which the H ouse Naval 
C om m ittee has favorably reported : 
The President is authorized to advance Chief 
Engineer George Wallace Melville, ot the United 
States navy. OLe grade, to take rank from the 
same date, but next after the Junior Chief En­ 
gineer, having the relative rank of Commander, 
at the passage of this Act, as a recognition of 
his meritorious services in successfully direct­ 
ing the party under his command after the 
wreck of the Arctic exploring steamer Jeannette, 
and of his per istent efforts, through dangers 
aud hardships, to find and assist his command­ 
ing officer and other members of the expedition 
betore he himself was out of peril, and that he 
be allowed the pay of Chief Eugiueer, as if he 
had been commissioned on the same 
date 
Junior Chief Engineer, having the relative 
rank of Commander at passage of this Act, 
such increased rate of pay to begin from the 
date oi the passage of this Act. 
That said Melville shall hereafter continue to 
be the next Junior to the Junior Chief En­ 
gineer, 
having the relative rank of Com­ 
mander at the passage of this Act, and what­ 
ever grade he may hereafter occupy shall be 
increased by one number; but the total number 
of chief engineers shall not be increased; pro­ 
vided that nothing in this Act shall cause any 
officer to be retarded in his promotion or re­ 
ceive a less rate of pay than would otheiwise 
have been the case. 
That suitable medals be struck at the United 
States Mint in commemoration of the perils en­ 
countered by the officers and men oi the said 
Jeai n.tte Arctic^expefition, and as an expres 
sion of the high esteem in which Congress 
holds their services in said expedition, and 
that one of said medals be presented to each 
oi the members of said expedition, and one of 
the heirs ot each of the deceased members, and 
that such medals may hereafter be worn as 
part of the uniform of such officers and men of 
said expedition as may still be in the naval 
service. 
A sufficient sum for the purposes m en­ 
tioned is appropriated.

T he D em o crats Schem ing to C apture 
Close R epublican D istricts. 
W ashington, Septem ber 24th.—Som e of 
the Dem ocrats of the H ouse are seriously 
discussing 
the 
w isdom 
of filib -tering 
against the tariff bill, probably w i.h the 
success w hich crow ned their efforts in the 
contested election cases. 
T heir present 
plan is to detail th irty five m en who repre­ 
sent districts th at ir e 
irredeem ably 
or 
safely Dem ocratic. 
These thirty-five m en 
will rem ain in the H ouse all the tim e, to 
dem and the ayes and noes on every possi­ 
ble pretense. 
T heir purpose is to force the 
Republicans to keep a quorum here. 
The 
advantage they hope to gain is that there 
are quite a num ber of R epublican close d is­ 
tricts, and so close that they can scarcely be 
cairied unless the candidate him self is act­ 
ively in the field, and to keep him here in 
W ashington to m ake a quorum doubles 
the chances of defeat. 
O nly such D em o­ 
crats are to be left here whose districts are 
unquestionably safe, so that doubtful dis­ 
tricts can be carried by those w ho go away. 
It is a very pretty plan and th e Dem ocrats 
will decide to-night w hether to adopt it or 
not. 
As a m atter of fact, m ost of them 
would rather let the tariff bill go through 
and adjourn.

IN THE SENATE. 
Washington, September 24th.—In the Senate 
to day Frye offered a concurrent resolution 
(agreed to) directing the Secretaries of State, 
Treasury, War and Navy to examine the report 
and recommendations of the International Ma­ 
rine Conference of February, 1890, and prepare 
and submit to Congress bills for the enactment 
into law of such recommendations, as far as 
they apply to their respective departments and 
meet their approval. 
The Senate then proceeded to consideration 
of the bills on the calendar. Among the bills 
passed was the Senate bill in recognition of the 
merits and services of Chief Eogiueer George 
Wallace Melville, U. S. N., and other officers 
and men of the Jeannette Arctic expedition. 
It provides for the advance of Melville one 
grade and for a medal to each survivor and 
heirs of the dead. 
Hale introduced a joint resolution (which 
went over without action) authorizing the sec­ 
retary of the Navy to purchase, at his discre­ 
tion, nickel ore, or nickel matter, to be used in 
the manufacture of niekel-steel armor, plating 
armor, piercing projectiles and other naval ob­ 
jects. and appropriating $1,000,060 for that pur­ 
pose. 
The S;n»te resumed consideration of the 
House bill (with the Senate substitute) defining 
the jurisdiction of Courts of the United States 
aud it passed—45 to 6. Conferrees were ap­ 
pointed. 
The bill as passed provides for the appoint­ 
ment by the President of an additional Circuit 
Judge, with the same compensation as other 
Circuit Judges. It created in each circuit a 
Court ot Appeals, to consist of three Judges, 
aud which is to be a Court of record, with ap­ 
pellate jurisdiction. A term is to be held an­ 
nually by the Circuit Court of Appeals iu the 
several judicial circuits. No appeal, whether 
by writ of error or otherwise, is to be hereafter 
taken or allowed Irom any District Court to the 
existing Circuit Courts, but all appeals shall 
only be subject to revision iu the Supreme 
Court of the United States or in the Circuit 
Court of Appeals. 
Hale’s joint r. solution appropriating a mill­ 
ion dollars for the purchase ol nickel for tbe 
Navy Department, was referred to the Judiciary 
Committee. 
The Senate then resumed consideration of 
the bill to establish a United States Laud Court. 
Blair made a determined effort to have it 
postponed, in order to take up the House bill 
for the adjustment of wages of laborers under 
the eight-hour law, but after a loeg discussion 
his motion was rejected. 
The Laud Court bill went over without ac­ 
tion. 
The Senate bill to pay the representatives of 
Captain Ericsson $13.930, due him by a decree of 
the Court of Claims in 1357, was passed. 
Adjourned. 
IN TBE HOUSE. 
Washington, September 24th.—In the House, 
yesterday, Miller of South Carolina was de 
elared elected from ihe Seventh South Carolina 
District. 
He appeared to-day aud took the 
oath. 
The Committee on Foreign Affairs reported a 
resolution calling on the President for informa­ 
tion relative to the killing of General Barrun- 
dia. McCreary of Kentucky strenuously advo­ 
cated the resolution. 
The resolution was adopted. 
Stewart of Vermont, from the Committee on 
Judiciary, reported the following: 
The House, deeming it a high duty that the 
utmost courtesy aud decorum demanded by par­ 
liamentary law and precedeut should mark the 
mutual relatious of the two houses of Congress, 
does hereby express its disapproval of the un­ 
parliamentary language used by Hon. Robert P. 
Kennedy, Representative from the State of 
Ohio, in a speech delivered on the floor of the 
House on the 3d day of September, 1890, and 
published in the Congressional Record ot Septem­ 
ber 14,1890, and considering it impracticable to 
separate the unparliamentary portions of said 
speech from such parts thereof as may be par­ 
liamentary ; therefore. 
Resolved, That the Public Printer be directed 
to exclude from tbe permanent Congressional 
Record the entire speech of Hon. Robert P. 
Kennedy in the first resolution mentioned. 
Kennedy made an eloquent speech in his own 
delense, making, however, no apology for his 
previous remaras. In his speech he referred 
again to the pledges in the Republican plat­ 
form, and the fact that the election bills had 
not yet been passed upon by the Senate. It was 
ior this that he had spoken of the broken 
pledges, it was not the lault of the House, and 
he had a right to say this here and elsewhere. 
He had but spoken in defense of the rights of 
the poor, down-trodden aud oppressed; in be- 
n alfo l liberty, justice, a free ballot aud a fair 
ount. 
Stewart spoke briefly in reply, saying-that the 
question simply was whether the speech, which 
was in spirit aud substance a bitter and savage 
arraignment of a co-ordinate branch, was a vio­ 
lation of parliamentary law and of the privi­ 
leges of the House. 
Struble of Iowa endeavored in vain to secure 
action on the substitute declaring that the 
House disapproved of so much of the speech as 
in auy manner reflects udod the Senate or any 
member thereof in his official capacity. 
This was not read, and the previous question 
was ordered on the iormer resolution, it being 
adopted—150 to 30. 
Tbe House then went into Committee of the 
Whole on the Senate amendments to the de- 
flcency bill. 
. 
Tlie French spoliation claims amendment was 
nonconcurred in aud acontereuce ordered. 
. 
The Senate bills granting a pension of $2.000 
a year to the widows of Generals Fremont, Mc­ 
Clelland and Crook were passed. 
On motion of Boutelle, the Senate bill passed 
providing that naval vessels of the first rate be 
named after the Slates of the Union; that ot the 
second rate after the cities, those of the third 
rate after important events or names connected 
with the naval history of the United States, aud 
tDOse of the fourth rate afler lakes and rivers. 
Adjourned.
